NEW YORK, March 24.—The 
headlong scramble to buy stocks, 
continuing unabated today, lifted 
many issues $2 to $9 a share. Gen- 
eral Motors, after leaping to a new 
record of $192, closed at $190, up 
$2.75. United States Cast Iron 
Pipe and Du Pont had net gains 


of $9 and $8.50. respectively. Hupp 


and Hudson Motors were bought 
up in enormous amounts. A few 


Stocks sagged on profit-taking, no- 


tably American Smelting, which 
closed $2.75 a share lower. 

Total sales, 2,028,300 # shares, 
marked the third successive Satur- 
day exceeding 2,900,000 shares. 

At $192 a share, General Mo- 

tors recorded an extreme gain of 
$55 a share in three weeks, 
which represents an increase of 
more than $950,000,000 in 
market value of the 17,400,000 
shares of common stock outstand- 
ing. Such an increase is unpre- 
cedented in the history of Ameri- 
can corporations. 

The spectacular rise in motors 
started a fresh autburst of specu- 
lation in other shares. Du Pont, 
which has large General Motors 
holding, jumped $6 a share to a 
new high record at $381. Inter- 
national Harvester advanced $5 a 
share to a new  péak price at 
$257.87 42. 

Seats on the exchange have ris- 
en from $290,000 to $350,000 this 
year, making the combined value 
of 1100 memberships worth $385,- 
000,000, a gain of $66,000,000 above 
the low level of the year. 

Extra reporters, runners and 
clerks have been impressed into 
service in order to handle the tre- 
mendous volume of trading. Op- 
erators, who flash the stock quo- 
tations over four printers on the 
floor, are now working in short 
relays in an effort to speed up the 
ticker service which has been un- 
able to keep pace with recent mar- 
kets.

Incomplete Report.

No effort is made in this re- 
port to present all the facts that 
this investigation has revealed, 
the report declared, a fuller re- 
port of which may be: embodied 
in the final report of our de- 
liberations., 

In the taking of testimony re- 
garding the department it has 
been further disclosed that lack 
of morale in the police force has 
contributed, in no small degree, 
to the amazing growth of unlaw- 
ful practices in the _ territory 
served by them, and while our 
efforts have been directed pri- 
marily to an inquiry regarding 
the handling of human beings we 
have been subjected to much in- 
formation involving and connect- 
ing some branches of the police 
department with Miami’s under- 
world. We have become thor- 
oughly convinced that the open 
violations of law on the part of 
gamblers, bootleggers, houses of 
ill fame, are permitted because 
of an unquestionable alliance 
with many law enforcement of- 
ficers.

The case of Lewis was given to 
a jury in Federal Court yesterday 
where the trial has been in 
progress for nime weeks. 

Lewis, Kramemand Ahrens were 
accused of obtaining nearly $1,- 
300,000 in connection with a series 
of personal loans. 

Prosecution attorneys in their 
arguments to the jury reviewed 
the testimony of several witnesses 
who said they were reduced to ac- 


tual want after giving the - de- 
fendants their life savings. 
Both Lewis and Kramer, each 


of whom already is under sentence 
to imprisonment as a result of a 
previous mail fraud conviction, 
acted as their own attorneys in 
the present case. 

Lewis went into bankruptcy in 
December, 1924, with liabilities said 
to total $10,000,000. His total pro- 
motions since the time he launched 
his University City venture near 
St. Louis, 25 years ago, are said 
by Federal officials to have ex- 
ceeded $50,000,000. 


Lewis Started Magazine Here in 

1899; Was Run Out in 1905. 

Lewis, who is 60 years old, was 
a seller of insect powders, anti- 
perspiration products and _ tooth 
powder, when he started publica- 
tion of the Winner (later the Wom- 
en’s) Magazine, in St. Louis in 
1899. As his business grew it took 
many sidelines, including the Peo- 
ple’s Savings and Trust Co., the 
People’s United States Bank, the 
United States Fiber Stopper Co. 
and other activities. 

Exploiting University City, which 


distinctive Women's Magazine 
building and the Egyptian build- 
ing, both still standing. His Mis- 
souri career ended, as far as profit 
was concerned, when Postmaster 
General Cortelyou issued a fraud 
order in 1905 stopping use of the 
mails by the People’s United States 
Bank. The ultimate loss to in- 
vestors was $7,040,891. 

Lewis was indicted on a charge 
of using the mail to defraud. The 
jury disagreed in the first trial and 
in the second the Court directed a 
verdict of acquittal.

IMAGINE his closest friend among the

As an unbeliever he was not 
permitted above the first floor of the pal- 
ace, but at least he had the tax book with 
which to soothe his own hurt feelings. Some 
difficulties arose with Britain, and the Ad- 
miral declared he would be true to his new 
allegiance and fight for dear old Zanzibar 
until the last drop of his blood was gone. 

Two British gunboats came and Trader 
Horn made sounds to indicate their ap- 
proach across the water. It was very much 
like the noise he gave us to indicate that 
lions were padding through the jungle.
